Breakthrough 
Meet the artist 

As acclaimed Irish artist Fintan Whelan 
presents his first solo exhibition in 
London at 508 Kings Road Gallery, he 
offers a sneak peak into what to expect. 
How would you describe your style? 
My priority is always in the 
making. I’m always 
comparing and trying 
things out. I explore 
physical forms that 
evoke what’s around me 
while essentially 
remaining abstract. 

What have been the 
highlights of your career? 

Giving up my day job has been a 
turning point - that was only possible 
through many collectors buying my 
work online and every exhibition has 
helped me along the way. 

How does it feel to be doing your very 
first solo exhibition in London? 

It’s a special feeling to, at long last, 
show in London. I see it as a chance to 
meet some of my existing collectors, a 
chance to display some of my best 
paintings and to work with people who 
know what they’re doing. 

Talk us through the exhibition... 

The title of the show is Synthesis which 
sums up my whole way of making art. 

I strive to combine various elements of 
my surroundings, my experiences, my 
vision - to bring them together 
into a single and unified entity. 
These entities are my experiments 
performed on canvases. 

What can people expect? 

Lots of canvases, big and small, 
which I hope will create a 
dialogue between the viewers 
•' and the paintings themselves. 

The role of art is ultimately 
decided by the viewer. I’m 
striving to impart the idea that 
the world is open and we can steer it in 
our own direction. 

The value of your art doubled in the 
past year - how does that feel? 

I feel lucky that I can get the support 
for what I want to do. Being able to 
reinvest in and improve the quality of 
my work gives me the energy to 
endure, to be more adventurous.

A dventure: an unusual, 
exciting, and possibly 
dangerous activity, 
such as a trip or 
experience, or the excitement 
produced by such an activity. 
Adventure: something that 
everyone has inside them, even if 
it is buried deep down. And this is 
something that Christina Franco, 
global explorer and director of 
voyages at South Kensington Club, 
truly believes. 

As we settle down in the 
sumptuous Voyager Club Room at 
SKC for a chat, she quizzes me on 
my own wish and yearning for 
adventure, and what I would love 
to do next, and I somewhat regret 
telling her of my plan to (one day!) 
do the Great North Swim. Next 
thing I know, she’s joking that we 
could do it together - this year. 

But this is Franco through and 
through, and it’s difficult not to be 
taken in entirely by her passion, 
enthusiasm for life and her overall 
sense of continuous optimism. 

She’s unbelievably likeable, as 
though chatting to an old friend, 
and definitely inspiring. No wonder 
the former TEDx speaker also 
helps others plan their own life¬ 
changing adventures. 

It makes sense, then, that her 
role at the SKC has worked so well 
and that so many members are 
queuing up to join Franco on 
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adventure after adventure. Now 
often referred to as the beating 
heart of SKC, The Voyager Club 
nurtures the instinct to explore in 
search of knowledge, experiences 
and basic human values; and it 
encourages members to push 
boundaries, open their minds and 
do something wholly different 
with their time. 

Led by Franco, they organize 
unforgettable voyages and help 
members prepare for bucket-list 
expeditions. Destinations are 
inspired by monthly themes, 
which are presented through 
regular dinner parties, salon-style 
speaker events and practical 
workshops with experts - 
explorers, pioneers and 
inspirational speakers. The 
basecamp is the Voyager Club 
Room - a haven full of 
inspirational books, maps and 
dreamy photographs. 

So, where did it all start for 
Franco? I find myself wondering if 
she came from a family who were 
full of adventure, and if she was 
constantly exploring through 
childhood. But I’m told that, 
although she came from a family 
where travelling and seeing the 
world was very much a part of her 
upbringing, her longing for 
extreme adventure simply came 
from within. 

She tells me of her fascination 
and dream from 
an early age to 
go to the North 
Pole and she 
finally had the 
opportunity to do 
that in 2004. 

After that, her 
focus became the polar and arctic 
regions and trying to do them solo. 

‘The first thing I get asked is 
always why I want to go to the 
North Pole. The second is why I 
want to go on my own. But there is 
never a good reason when 
explaining a passion. The North 
Pole has been just that, a passion,’ 
says Franco. ‘Ever since hearing 
the first stories of men who slipped 


into frozen sleeping bags at night 
exhausted after a long day of 
hauling, I wanted to go there, I 
wanted the privilege of travelling 
in one of the greatest wildernesses 
imaginable; challenging my body 
and mind to do so against the odds. 
I face a far greater comfort than 
they ever did and a certainty at 
least that my journey will not end 
with a plunge into the molten core 
of the Earth.’ 

It became a part of everything 
that Franco did, and discovering 
comers of the world while 
challenging and pushing her body 
is second nature to her. ‘The main 
challenges 
have come 
with having 
a child, 
which has 
changed a 
lot,’ says 
Franco. ‘My 
time is much more precious so I 
have to work out a time option that 
works for everyone.’ 

But Franco is keen to tell people 
of the benefits of having a focus 
and having a training plan, 
something that seeps into every 
aspect of her life. ‘It keeps me 
healthy, sane and happy,’ she says. 
‘It’s not just for when I have 
expeditions to train for.’ 


This year, Franco is facing a 
new challenge whereby she is 
swimming one kilometre at the 
North Pole, wearing only a bathing 
suit and goggles and the water 
temperature will be minus one. Of 
course, she is approaching it in her 
usual head-on fashion. 

‘I have never swam in the 
Serpentine in a wetsuit, even at the 
beginning of my training and in the 
summertime it’s very pleasant,’ 
says Franco. ‘I like the cold 
though, although 0.5 degrees as it 
has been over winter is quite 
shocking. You get in and 
everything hurts, so it’s all about 
taming your breathing and not 
gasping.’ 

I wonder how much preparation 
truly goes into everything that 
Franco does. ‘A big expedition 
would need around a year and a 
half of preparation because of all 
the sponsorship you have to get 
and the logistics,’ she says. ‘Also, 
because I’ve now been working 
with the arctic, there’s a window 
so if you miss the window then 
you have to wait for a whole year. 
So for skiing trips, they are only 
possible March and April, and the 
swim I’m preparing for will only 
be possible in July and August.’ 

For the swim it has taken her a 
lot longer, as she had to leam how

to swim long distances in cold water. 

So how did Franco first come to 
the SKC? ‘I know the founder’s 
sister and she told me that her 
brother was starting up a club where 
he wanted an explorer,’ she explains. 
‘I came up with the idea of having a 
voyager programme. Here, what I do 
is tap into my network of explorers 
and trainers. We bring in 
documentaries and speakers to 
inspire our members for their own 
adventure and then assist them.’ 

Franco can meet with members 


individually, or they can email her, 
and she is always around and about 
the club for when they want to 
have a chat with her. ‘We do at 
least one lecture a month and one 
documentary as well as events and 
screenings,’ she says. ‘I try 
not to only bring people 
in who are doing 
incredible 
physical 
challenges but 
try to 

incorporate

travel, food or explorers in other 
ways.’ Looking ahead, Franco tells 
me that they have a genetics expert 
coming in this month and a social 
media influencer too who is showing 
what travelling really means and 
exploring different mindsets. In 
May, Franco is putting a team 
together from SKC to do 
one of the IGO 
Weekend 
Challenges. She 
tells me how it 
works really well 
to bond people 
and get them to 
work together as 
a team. 

‘Somehow 
you give each 
other permission to do 
things and make each other 
realise what is possible,’ smiles 
Franco. ‘This is all about giving 
inspiration to others.’ 

So what’s most important to 
Franco? ‘The world is changing,’ 
she says. ‘So let’s learn to do 
something about it, explore and 
change things.’ D

As London native Carey Mulligan 
prepares for a thrilling stint at the 
Royal Court, the devoted thespian 
discusses fears, faith and superheroes

C arey Mulligan appears 
to be in creative 
overdrive at the 
moment; feverishly 
making critically-acclaimed films, 
highly-anticipated television 
dramas, babies (her second child, 

Wilfred, was born in August), all 
topped off with a five-week run at 
London’s Royal Court, where she 
will star in a new one-woman play 
by Dennis Kelly called Boys & 

Girls. No pressure there, then. 

Most mere mortals would be 
exhausted at the prospect of such a 
schedule, but the affable and 
earnest actress seems to be more 
relaxed and comfortable than ever, 
even appearing happy to court the 
promotion circuit - a process she 
previously found daunting. So 
what’s changed? ‘I think perhaps I 
may have taken it all a little too 
seriously before,’ demurs 
Mulligan. ‘And now, the emphasis 
can’t be that; it’s on your 
dependents and their world. I see 
this is a much lighter approach.’ 

Though bom in Westminster, 

Mulligan and her husband of five 
years, musician Marcus Mumford, 
decided to venture far from the 
madding crowd, as it were, by

settling down in a remote 16th 
century farmhouse in Devon, with 
their two-year-old daughter Evelyn 
and infant son. But as the 32-year- 
old prepares to return to her home 
city for what is set to be a gruelling 
solo theatre run in Boys & Girls , 
she nonetheless appears full of 
joyous anticipation. ‘Coming 
back to London is special, 
whatever the occasion, and I 
can’t wait to get started. It’s 
very rare to get a one- 
woman show: there are 
more written for men and I 
think I’ve only ever seen 
one written for a woman, 
so I actually never thought 
it would come up.’ 


Having garnered huge praise for 
her last stage performance in the 
2014 revival of David Hare’s 
Skylight , Mulligan has often 
confided that she feels most at 
home treading the boards, but 
talking of her 
first return to the 
Sloane Square 
theatre since a 
2007 run in The 
Seagull, the 
Westminster-born 
star also has a healthy amount of 
anxiety, stating: ‘In theatre, once 
you get through the initial 
previews, which are unbearably 
nerve-racking -1 don’t even know 
how I’m going to do this one - you 


kind of get into your stride, and 
then it feels great.’ 

Boys & Girls explores the 
disturbing events that follow on 
from a couple setting up a life 
together after an unexpected 

meeting at an 
airport, and is 
the latest in a run 
of challenging 
and gritty roles 
the An Education 
star has sunk her 
teeth into. Last year Mulligan 
played the downtrodden wife of a 
damaged WWII veteran in the 
Netflix produced Mudbound. Set 
on a farm on the Mississippi Delta, 
the harrowing drama highlighted 
the rampant and often violent 
racism of the deep south during the 
1940s, an issue which, Mulligan 
observes, has not been fully dealt 
with, particularly in America. 

‘It’s a difficult, horrible, testing 
time for the world, for human 
beings,’ she says. ‘But crisis breeds 
opportunity and I believe there is 
now an amazing spirit of activism 
bom from all of this, and that to 
me is very inspiring and 
encouraging as more people, every 
day, become involved, speaking 
out and standing up for what they 
believe in.’ Fervently, she adds: ‘I 
have to focus on that positivity

Glaspie in the BBC’s latest 
gripping crime drama, Collateral. 
Written by David Hare, the action 
takes place over four days in 
modern-day London, following 
what appears to be the random 
death of a pizza delivery man. The 
role was particularly challenging 
for the actress as she was pregnant 
with her son throughout filming, a 
plight which Hare remedied by 
writing the pregnancy into the 
storyline. Tt was strange to be 
living a dream in real life through 
acting,’ she says. ‘But that show 
will always have that now, and that 
makes it even more special.’ 

As Detective Glaspie, Mulligan 
appears miles away from her

naturally beautiful self, her hair 
dyed a mousy hue, with bump 

proudly on show 
in a dowdy suit 
jacket and slacks 
combo. The 
Drive star 
appears happy 
with this slightly 
plainer image 
(she remarked recently that 
arguably her most challenging role 


to date was playing the glamourous 
and shallow Daisy Buchanan in 
Baz Luhrmann’s exuberant 
reimagining of The Great Gatsby. 

It all makes you wonder if we 
could ever expect the devoted 
actress to appear in one of the 
many superhero blockbusters 
currently winging their way to 
cinemas. But alas, though Mulligan 
enjoys watching the odd spandex 
extravaganza, she admits to never 
having been offered one. ‘I don’t 
think I would be very good in 
something like that,’ she admits as 
she bids farewell. ‘I prefer to keep 
the fourth wall intact in that 
instance.’ D

from 8 February-17 March;

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W hen the BBC 

Television Centre 
in White City 
closed its doors in

west London and everyone was 
looking east. Now, five years later, 
the studios have reopened as part 
of a redevelopment, bringing with 
them flats, offices and a new 
branch of renowned member’s club 
Soho House. 

Dubbed White City’s ‘media 
village’, the development, and 
particularly the inclusion of a Soho 
House complex known for 
attracting some of the biggest 
names in the creative industries, is 
symbolic of the fact that, with east 
London having had its moment, 
west London has a buzz about it 
again and it seems the sun is 
certainly shining once more on this 
part of the city. 

Arthur Lintell of Knight Frank 
explains that the creative aspect of 
the area really draws people in. 
‘With east London, people went 
there because it was up and 
coming,’ he says. ‘It was very cool, 
there were a lot of creatives there, 
and people flocked to it because it 
was a new thing and slightly 
untouched.’ But, he says, it has 
become a victim of its own 
success: ‘As soon as it becomes 
cool, it’s no longer cool.’ 

Now, west London is starting to 
get its mojo back and at the centre 
of this new lease of life is Notting 
Hill, which feels very much like 
the hub for a new generation of 
fashionistas, creatives and foodies, 
with everything from new 
boutiques and restaurants to 
co-working spaces having opened 
in the past year. Obviously, it is a 
place brimming with existing 
creativity, years of history in the 
arts and a firm grounding in the 
cool books, but people are now 
choosing in their masses to come 
back, or arrive for the first time. 
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There is a whole new buzz around 
west London at the moment ; and we 
couldn't he more excited about it

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‘I think a lot of people have 
come back,’ says Lintell. ‘People 
are coming back to to this area 
because Notting Hill has 
heritage.’ Established franchises 
that had previously concentrated 
on east London have begun 
staking a claim in and around the 
Hill too. 

Patty & Bun opened their first 
west London branch on 
Pembridge Road in April last 
year. ‘There definitely seems to 
be a bit of an evolution in Notting 
Hill for sure, which is great,’ 
owner Joe Grossman tells me. 

‘For ages it’s been the same thing 
on offer, but now there’s a wave 
of new restaurant openings, 
which is generating a new 
energy into the area.’ 

In October, co-working space 
Second Home opened its first 
west London location in Holland 
Park. As Iselin Skogli, Senior 
Press Manager for Second Home, 
explains it was very much the 
heritage that led them to the area. 
‘We decided to set up in Holland 
Park first of all because of the 
building that we have, it has a 
really rich creative history,’ she 
says. The impressive open-plan 
space was the studio for famous 
fashion photographer John 
Cowan in the 1960s as well as 


being one of the locations for 
Michelangelo Antonioni’s 1966 
film Blow-Up. In the 1980s it 
became home to Richard 
Roger’s architectural studio. 

With Second Home’s 
emphasis on connecting 
creatives not just locally but 
across the world, its 
establishment in Holland Park 
is a sign that west London is 
back on the map. 

One interesting element of 
Notting Hill’s new identity is a 
focus on the Australian lifestyle 
and aesthetic as Aussie 
influenced designers and 
entrepreneurs have brought a 
slice of the sunshine coast to 
W11. Aytan Mehdiyeva and 
Zumrud Mammadova opened 
trendy Australian concept store 
The Dayrooms on 
Westboume Grove in 
2016 with the aim of 
bringing the laid-back 
Australian lifestyle to 
the British. The store 
has won over the likes 
of ‘it girls’ Lottie 
Moss, Renee Stewart and 
Amber Le Bon. 

Mehdiyeva and Mammadova 
have been joined in their quest 
to bring sunshine to Notting 
Hill by renowned Australian

personal trainer James Duigan, 
who opened his Bodyism gym on 
Westboume Grove in 2016. The 
first London branch of the 

international 
franchise, it aims 
to help people 
achieve their 
optimum health 
and the brand 
counts Rosie 
Huntington- 

Whitely and Holly Valance among 
its fans. These new Antipodean 
openings go well alongside relative 
stalwart Granger and Co., set up by 
renowned Australian chef Bill 
Granger in 2011. ► 
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For many start ups, young 
people and creatives, the cheap 
rents of east London were a big 
part of its initial appeal, but it is 
becoming more and more apparent 
these days that the price gap is 
starting to even out. In fact, the 
average price of a one bedroom-flat 
in Notting Hill is £449 per week 
compared to £463 per week in 
Shoreditch, according to Foxtons. 

As Varan Bhanot, HR manager 
at Hubble, an online market place 
for finding and renting office space, 
says they’ve actually witnessed a 
decrease in people searching for 
spaces in east London. As with rent 
prices, the cost of hot desks in west 
and east London is also starting to 
even out, with the average price of 
a hot desk in west London £229 
compared to £200 in east. 

‘What we’ve found over the 
past few years is that about three 
quarters of businesses on our 
platform are no longer searching 
within Shoreditch and east London, 


but are focusing on Soho, 
Clerkenwell and more on the west 
of London,’ Bhanot explains. 

It seems this focus on west 
London is set to continue with the 
redevelopment of Queensway as 
well. But with commercial 
developments on the horizon, does 
Notting Hill’s resurgence risk 
becoming a victim of its own 


success? Perhaps heritage and 
community are the key after all. As 
Lintell says: ‘I think it comes down 
to the local community. As a local 
myself, and having grown up in the 
area, people are immensely proud 
to live here.’ Plus, he explains, 
change is completely natural and, 
in many ways, welcomed. 

‘I think all areas change, it’s a 
natural evolution, but I think 
Notting Hill is set well to go on 
into the future, and I think its heart 
will always be very creative. It’s a 
fun place to be.’ 

Well, we certainly don’t need 
telling twice and the sun, it 
appears, is very much rising in the 
west today. D

We take a look back over the first year of a museum 
that everyone has at the top of their to visit list

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S ince the Design Museum 
moved to Kensington at 
the end of 2016, it has 
established itself as one of 
London’s most distinctive and 
interesting spaces. Considerably 
grander than its previous berth near 
Tower Bridge (itself now an area 
virtually unrecognisable through 
regeneration) in its John Pawson- 
designed new home, it offers both 
awe-inspiring space and a variety 
of some of the most interesting 
exhibitions to be seen anywhere in 
the capital. 

Certainly, it has proved a 
conspicuous success; with an 
initial target of 650,000 visitors in 
its first year mooted, it has 
comfortably exceeded that with 
780,000 eager design aficionados 
happily queuing for such 
exhibitions as Imagine Moscow: 
Architecture, Propaganda, 
Revolution and the recent Ferrari: 
Under The Skin. Even its top floor 
restaurant, Parabola, has attracted 
rave reviews and interest, thanks to 
the presence of top west London 
chef-patron 
Rowley Leigh 
in the kitchen. 

Alice Black, 
the co-director 
of the Design 
Museum, has 
certainly been 
at the forefront of the success of 
the project. ‘The past 18 months 
have been a memorable period in 
the history of the museum,’ she 
says. ‘We have opened 17 
exhibitions and displays in our new 
home, and have welcomed nearly 
800,000 people in the building.’ In 
terms of the cultural impact of this, 
she’s certainly clear about what it 


means - both for the museum and 
for London in general. ‘This is a 
great vote of confidence by the 
public, which shows that there is a 
significant interest in design and 
architecture and in the work of the 
Design Museum,’ Black continues 
with a smile. ‘We look forward to 
an even more exciting second year 
in Kensington.’ 

Certainly, 2018 promises to be 
something of a banner year for the 
Design Museum, building upon the 
considerable earlier success, but 
not allowing anyone involved to 
rest upon their laurels. One of the 
major forthcoming exhibitions in 
May will be that of the leading 
fashion designer Azzedine Alai'a, 
and will be known as The 
Couturier. Over the course of his 
hugely distinguished career over 
the past three and a half decades, 
Alai'a specialised in designing a 
range of brilliant and often iconic 
designs for women, including 
Beyonce, Victoria Beckham and 
Rihanna, and these will be 
showcased across the museum. 

Although Alai’a 
unfortunately died 
last November, at 
the age of 77, he 
had worked with 
the curators 
(including Mark 
Wilson of the 
Groninger Museum) to ensure that 
this represents the very finest 
requiem that a great artist could 
ever have hoped for. 

‘It was a meeting of minds -1 
approached Azzedine Alai’a 
through a common contact, but 
unbeknownst to me Azzedine had 
come to the museum and loved the 
space, before we had even spoken,’

Black explains. 

‘When I got in touch, he 
immediately invited me over to 
discuss the possibility of a show.’ 

It soon proved to be a very happy 
and, indeed, swiftly moving 
relationship. 

‘From that first meeting, the 
decision to proceed was made 
quickly - the museum felt an Alai’a 
exhibition would be the most 
amazing first fashion exhibition for 
the new Design Museum,’ says 
Black. ‘His sense of form, of the 
shape of the feminine body, his 
ability to make it beautiful and 
powerful, his unmatched mastery 
in creating and making, his 
freedom of being who he wanted ► 
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to be, his independence of 
thinking, resonated so well with 
the ethos of the museum.’ 

It also seemed fitting, given the 
ethos of the Design Museum, that 
Azzedine himself was a keen 
collector of design and art. ‘He had 
a spectacular collection (including 
a Jean Prouve gas station, which 


he turned into a bedroom for 
himself),’ notes Black. ‘He 
personally selected Marc Newson, 
Konstantin Gricic, Tatiana Trouve, 
Chris Rhus and the Bouroullec 
brothers as designers to work with 
through commissions for the 
exhibition, as designers he 
respected immensely and wanted 
to collaborate with.’ In a year that 
will see a great deal of high-profile 
exhibitions across London, this 
will be one not to miss. 

However, there are plenty of 
other exhibitions taking place 
throughout the year. March’s Hope 
to Nope: Graphics and Politics 
2008-2018 will be looking at the 
interplay between graphics and 
political messages, seeing how 
they’ve interacted in such events as 
the US Presidential Election of 
2016 and the Arab Spring. 

We’re also promised a reminder, 
as if we needed one, of many of 
the visual techniques used in the 
Brexit referendum. And late in the 
year, there’s an intriguing-sounding 
exhibition called, simply, HOME , 
which promises to examine our 
conceptions and preconceptions of 
our dwelling places, and, in an era 


when privacy and space are often 
subsumed to affordability and 
convenience, look at what we can 
expect to change in the future. 

Forward-looking, politically 
engaged, visually stunning and a 
treat for both the brain and heart; 
the work of the Design Museum 
represents a real coup for west 
London. Let’s hope that the 
excellence continues. D

T he founder of The Prince, 
Charlie Gardiner, is also 
the man behind Pergola on 
the Roof, Pergola 
Paddington Central and Feast Bar 
and Kitchen in White City, to name 
but a few. Essentially, he is the 
man that seems to be able to do no 
wrong when it comes to creating 
the place to be on the hospitality 
scene and seems to know exactly 
what people want. 

So it came as a little bit of a 
surprise when his latest project, 

The Prince in West Brompton, was 
outed, considering the area seems 
somewhat lacking in trendy bars 
and restaurants. 

And your expectations probably 
won’t match what you’ll be 
presented with either. Think one 
street, two bars, 800 seats, music, 
food, drinks, four restaurants and 
an enclosed woodland pergola 
garden all in one place. It’s a 
brilliant concept and one that is 
taking the area by storm. After a 
very successful winter period 
opening, it is now the place to see 
and be seen on a weekend eve. 

‘It’s a simple set up, we’ve 
taken over four old buildings on 
the street, and converted them into 
restaurants,’ says the team at The 
Prince. ‘The old Prince of Wales 
pub has been restored and the 


gardens outside have been gutted 
and rebuilt into a beautiful 
woodland garden around one of 
our trademark pergolas, all heated 
and enclosed. We have also built a 
connecting deck to all of the 
restaurants, pub and garden.’ 

With a background in consumer 
exhibitions, Gardiner knows how 
to stay ahead of the curve, though 
he is modest and is not ashamed to 
talk about his mistakes getting to 
where he is today. But he’s clearly 
learnt from them. 

Since 2015, his concepts have 
evolved from the idea of a 
barbecue in the garden, to a 
number of street food traders 
working alongside a bar, the 
outside and music to create a large 
space to head to with a lot of ► 


Celebrating the area’s finest food & drink 
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atmosphere and something a little 
bit different. ‘It’s all about building 
a hype,’ says Gardiner. ‘We create 
something fun for a short period of 
time until the fad dies and we 
move onto the next site that people 
want. We are looking at creating 
go-to destinations.’ 

It’s also a very good opportunity 
for a restaurant if they want to take 
on a site, without all of the risk. 
And there’s a strong community 
feel because of this throughout The 
Prince with Patty & Bun, Rabbit, 
MAM, and Begging Bowl 
Canteen. The concept here also 
means that you can get a taste of 
different parts of London in one 
location - a winning idea. 

As Gardiner tells me how 
successful the launch has been, I 
wonder what makes the concept so 
popular and why people enjoy it so 
much. ‘I think people like having 
everything offered in one place and 
people like the idea of being 
amongst 800 other people on a 
Friday night,’ he says. 

‘It creates a buzz and we’ve 
probably got some of the largest 
venues in London with The Prince 
itself holding 800 in capacity. It’s 
different to sitting in a small pub, 
you can chill outside under the 
heaters. Someone described it as 
the Beer Garden 2.0. ’ 


It can be hard to find a good 
pub garden in London, so Gardiner 
wanted to create a great and 
inexpensive one. You can find the 
secret woodland space through a 
small door at the back of each 
restaurant, or through the back of 
the pub, and the space begins with 
a top deck that leads down into an 
enchanting garden. 

You won’t believe you’re in the 
bustling, beating heart of west 
London at all. Fully covered, 
heated, and with clear roofing - 
The Prince is focused on bringing 
the outside in. ‘It was important to 
us that you could book a table too,’ 
explains Gardiner. ‘So many places 
don’t allow you to book and 
there’s nothing worse than not 
being able to guarantee a space. 
Demand is high and we sell out 
quickly, so we always hold places 
back for walk-ins too. I wanted to 
create a place where you can come 
with 20 friends and not have to pay 
a deposit, where the system is not 
rigid and you can eat when you 
want, pay when you want and 
relax.’ They will even take 
bookings free of charge for up 
to 199 people! 

All of the restaurants at The 
Prince, therefore, are self-service, 
so regardless of how large or small 
your party size is, you’re able to 


eat from various places and please 
all tastes, yet share the same table 
and experience. This makes for 
excellent group style eating, as 
well as being ideal for families, 
kids and smaller parties. 

I wonder, considering the 
quieter location of The Prince, 
exactly what the welcome to this 
new venue has been like. ‘The 
response has been pretty 
phenomenal, with around 15,000 
people through the doors over 
winter in a six week period,’ says 
Gardiner. ‘The demand is massive 
and I think it’s because there is 
nothing like it in south west 
London. It’s a fun destination, but 
it’s not a rowdy, late-night 
environment as doors close at 
11pm. It’s good for a wide mix 
of audiences.’ 

Having had the pleasure of 
being one of those people to visit, 
I can confirm that it is a fantastic 
place, full to the brim with good 
food, drink and atmosphere. ‘We 
just always make sure that the 
product is good and that people 
enjoy it,’ says Gardiner. 

‘We make sure that it is what 
people want. I think people really 
enjoy what we do.’ D

EAT. THE SQUARE 

M ayfair’s Square restaurant is one of 
the most famous in London, and 
rightly so. The civilised 
environment, mixed with the very 
best of fine dining, has placed it at the highest 
point of city eating for years. Yet since the 
departure of Phil Howard to Chelsea premises, 
there has been a state of flux. Replacement chef 
Yu Sugimoto steadied the ship, but then a 
thorough refurbishment ousted him and introduced 
a new brigade. And so, what have we now? 

We have a much lighter, health-conscious 
menu. We have a room that has moved away from 
its c2000 modishness in favour of something more 
intimate and cosy, although my guest and I were 
the only people not dressed in business attire. And 
we have food that leaps about in quality. A starter 
of langoustine, hibiscus, cauliflower and citrus 
looked and tasted like a posh canape. I ordered a 
middle course of buckwheat tortellini, for a £10 
supplement. I have no idea why it cost the extra 
money; it was, surprisingly, bland and boring. 

Thankfully, matters leapt up innumerable 
notches with our main courses. Lamb saddle with 
seaweed beamaise was both clever and delicious, 
and my beef fillet with braised cheek and bone 
marrow was sensationally good. Desserts of a 
harlequin souffle with chocolate and vanilla and a 
similar trinket box were both excellent. Alas, the 
menu costs £95 for four courses, so there is no 
option of being able to skip to the best dishes; the 
only way of being able to sample the highlights of 
Clement Leroy’s menu without spending a fortune 
is to visit for the set lunch, at a manageable £37 
for three courses. 

The Square is a London institution, and the 
highlights of what we had were superlative. Yet 
it’s hard not to think that even more change is 
needed; and that must start with the prices, if not 
the exemplary service. Food for thought. D

Her creations combine natural 
wood, hand polished lacquer, 
stainless steel, sterling silver and 
semi precious stones, together with 
embroidered leather and luxurious 
fabrics. Over the years, the 
company has earned itself a 
reputation for quality and 
perfected craftsmanship.

Solland is involved with the 
design process from beginning to 
end as she is still the designer - she 
does all of the designs herself, 
something that is rare for an 
established and 
successful design 
business. ‘It is all 
generated by 
Grazyna herself,’ 
confirms Willis. 

‘And I think that 
is what makes us 
really, really 

special. This showroom is her 
vision, it’s how she sees her brand 
and her company.’ 

What they’ve achieved perfectly

properly envisage how the furniture 
and products could look in your 
home and to gamer inspiration. 

‘We have our own workshop in 
Norfolk, which not everyone does 
these days, people often outsource 
it,’ continues Willis. ‘It’s nice to be 
able to hone in 
on the exacting 
design and 
quality that we 
constantly 
strive for.’ 

Willis tells me 
that you can 
expect to be 
taken aback when you see the 
pieces, due to the exacting level of 
detail that each product has. The 
back of each piece, he goes on to 
say, is finished to the exact same 
standard as the front, which is also 
quite unique in itself. This means 
that a lot of the pieces can be 
freestanding too. 

So how did the Mayfair 
showroom come about? ‘The 
company has been going since 
1987 and the main focus was high 
end residential property 
development in the central London 
area and they always had the 
Mayfair showroom, but they didn’t 
utilise it,’ says Willis. ‘So the 
decision was made to re-launch the 
showroom so that we can show the 




products that we produce in a way 
that highlights them in a 
residential setting. We want people 
to come in and understand the 
quality and the pieces.’ 

Considering they have only 
been open since December, the 
response to the new space has 
been very positive. ‘It’s great to 
see,’ smiles Willis. ‘We are getting 
a lot of walk through traffic and 
people love what they are stopping 
to see because they are not seeing 
it anywhere else. The showroom 
will always be added to, so you 
can see different products at 
different times.’ D

HOW TO ADD 
COLOUR TO 
THE HOME

OF TH2 DESIGNS 

• Colour is transformational, but I always urge 
caution when planning to use it extensively. If 
you are considering using a bright colour in a 
room, try painting just one wall and then pick 
out the colour with cushions and accessories. 

A complete room in a bright colour can 
become oppressive and date quickly. 

• An easier way of using colour is to add bright 
pops to an otherwise neutral colour palette 
with one statement piece of furniture and 
additional accessories. 

• Art is also a great way of introducing colour - I 
love to hang a bright painting in a neutral 
space, as it becomes the focus of the room. 

• We have clients who like to introduce different 
highlight colours in a room depending upon the 
season and this is also a quick and easy way to 
change the look. It is amazing how useful 
brightly coloured cushions and throws are. 

• If using colour in a small space, look at the 
proportions and decide whether, for instance, 
the ceiling should be white or painted in the 
same colour? Similarly, is bright white paintwork 
too much and would a muted colour work 
better? 

• Think about other options, such as neutral walls 
and a coloured floor or coloured tiles in a kitchen. 

• We recommend trying the colour first - a good 
tip is to paint the shade on to large pieces of 
paper and stick on the wall for a few days so that 
you get a feel for the colour in different lights.

W hen Thomas 

Griem, founder 
of TG Studio, 
was brought in 
by an English polo player to 
convert his flats in a Chelsea 
mansion block into one, larger 
property, it was perhaps due to 
his reputation as a residential 
design specialist. 

The RIBA-registered 
architecture and design practice 
is based in Fitzrovia and offers 
planning, new-build and 
refurbishment architecture, as 
well as a full interior design 
service, decoration and product 
design. Griem studied in Berlin 
and London, where he won the 
Hubert Sands Memorial Award, 
and today, his interior and 
architecture skills are sought 
after for many reasons. 

‘We work on all sorts of 
residential projects, mostly in 
London, but also in all other 
parts of the world too,’ starts 
Griem. ‘We work on projects 
whereby we think we can add 
value to them as that’s very 
important to me, as is 
understanding the brief from the 
client well too of course.’ He 
goes on to explain to me that 
they are architects, but with a 
firm focus on interiors. 

In a sense, there is no central 
ethos of TG Studio, as Griem 
doesn’t conform to a certain 
style, but instead allows his 
client to lead. ‘As a designer, it 
is most important to facilitate a 
project, but deliver what a client 
really wants,’ he says. ‘At the 
end of the day, it’s a client’s 
project really. Of course, we 
have a certain taste and I’m not 
somebody who wants everything 
white and grey - there has to be 
warmth within the project.’ 
Because of this, Griem delivers 
a very personal finish. 

This is something that can be 
seen very clearly within the 
finished result of this particular 
Chelsea project. ‘This was an 
interesting project, due to it 
being two apartments in a 
mansion block in Chelsea. The 


client lived in one and managed to 
buy the one above it, and he 
wanted to join them together,’ 
explains Griem. ‘It has its own 
entrance from a beautiful mews. 
Joining the two units took time 
due to the planning restrictions on 
the mansion block. In terms of 
design, it’s a good size apartment, 
split onto two levels so it was 
about making sure the layout 
worked well.’ Planning on a 
project like this one takes time 
too, and they had to ensure it 
didn’t steal away from the style of 
a Chelsea mansion block. 

The bedrooms are on the lower 
floor and then the kitchen, 
entertaining rooms, dining room, 
guest WC and study are on the 
ground floor. ‘It’s got very nice 
high ceilings and it was important 
to us to make a statement about

where it is,’ Griem explains. ‘So 
we inserted some of the stucco 
ceilings that were partly there so 
that it has a relation to Chelsea - 
we wanted it to have grandeur. 
There are also a lot of details on 
the skirting that work to show off 
the beautiful era.’ 

Griem tells me how they were 
able to design a really grand 
entrance while working out the 
layout of where the staircase 
would be. This is one of the perks 
that came with entirely 
re-designing two properties into 
one. ‘We’ve used the volume and 
made it seem like a great house in 
a way,’ he says. ‘The double 
height entrance hall is a big design 
feature and the kitchen has a 
dining aspect with a large bar on 
it. We also designed here an open 
bar, as it is very much for 
entertaining. The kitchen is from 
Spain and is very elegant with its 
stone cupboard doors - an 
interesting material to use, but it 
works really well.’ 


The client really wanted 
something Chelsea English and 
to bring the grandeur into the 
property. But central, I’m told, 
was to make it as big and as 
grand as possible. ‘I’m proud of 
the living room, where we 
managed to combine the stucco 
elements with something quite 
modem, almost chalet like 
even,’ says Griem. ‘The client 
loves skiing so we found this 
very old wood from a bam in 
Transylvania on eBay and built 
a cupboard above the fireplace 
with it. It has two areas, the TV 
area and then a quieter area 
designed for reading.’ 

For the connection to the 
study, Griem designed some 
very glamorous sliding doors 
with mirrors and they look as 
though they could be 100-years- 
old. They completely slide 
away, allowing for the living 
space to be even bigger again. 

I wonder what it is that truly 
sets this space apart from other 
properties in the area. ‘I think it 
would have to be the attention to 
detail that has gone into it,’ he 
says. ‘We’ve got a lot of 
traditional elements that are 
blended with the new, like 
marble and Victorian tiles. The 
beautiful doors are made out of 
oak, with really lovely lines 
through the wood. It’s got an 
eclectic feel and it was a real 
project of love and it took a long 
time to design it for the client. If 
we are given the time to put into 
something, it is the best thing.’ 

Griem is overtly passionate 
when he talks, so I’m not 
shocked that the property has 
turned out to be the success that 
it has and I’m also unsurprised 
to hear that his skills are wanted 
all over the world. He has big 
plans for 2018 including a 
project in Moscow that the 
studio is working on, which is 
an enormous new-build, as well 
as working on two projects in 
Mallorca too. Expect his 
reputation to continue to grow. Q

‘They looked at me and said that 
they didn’t know how I was still 
dancing and performing,’ she 
explains. ‘But I tipped my hat to 
all the training I was doing at the 
ballet barre because it helped my 
body to be strong, lean and stay 
together. The barre really creates 
longevity in fitness.’ 

Clearly, Verma isn’t someone 
to give up or wallow in self pity 
and, instead, she used this as an 
opportunity to launch the fitness 
ideas that she had for so long. 

‘I’m very much a New Yorker in 
the sense that the hustle is real,’ 
she laughs. ‘That’s always been 
my mojo, even as a kid.’ 

So, how did she end up in 
London? ‘My husband pushed me 
to build the studio and brand that I 
had wanted for so long,’ she 
explains. ‘He is from London so 
that was a big catalyst. We made 
the move two years ago and hit 
the ground running building my 
brand. It’s been a rollercoaster. 

But the most amazing people in 
London have embraced my ideas 
and my concept and I couldn’t be 
happier.’ 

From here, Define London was

where I have been training clients 
the Define concept at their 
different offices.’ 

One of the biggest 
developments of late is that Verma 
now has a team of instmctors 
working for Define London. ‘My 
clients are the heartbeat of my 
business,’ smiles Verma. ‘It’s a 
beautiful thing of back and forth 
and I inspire to inspire, which is 
something that is really happening 
within the Define London 
community. I’m a firm believer in 
love what you do 
and do what you 
love and I am 
passionate about 
this. Everyday I 
learn something 
that I can better 
myself doing and 
give back to my clients.’ 

But the most exciting 
development is that Verma’s first 
own studio is opening soon in 
Fitzrovia, meaning that she won’t 
always be running around London 
to different pop-up classes every 
day. ‘I’ve been given this amazing 
opportunity to launch a studio on 
Great Portland Street,’ she smiles. 

And what can people expect 
from the studio? ‘They can expect 
Define all day, every day,’ laughs 
Verma. ‘It will be taken beyond the 
Define concept that some of my 
clients know now -1 want to take 
it further.

Verma tells me how everything 
is really broken down for 
beginners, but then there are 
advance classes too for those who 
want to absolutely fly while being 
in tune with the body.

completely at one with nature, the 
rolling ocean and the sounds of the 
elements, then this is a perfect option 
for you. Each villa includes a large 
balcony with sun loungers, a bathroom 
with an oversized tub and a ceiling 
mounted shower that opens to the sea. 

But it is worth peeling yourself 
away from the villa at times, and the 
award-winning spa is perhaps one of 
the many main draws to the island. It is 
a unique retreat that extols the healing 
cultures of the region. Malaysia, with 
its diverse history of people and 
cultures, and abundance of natural 
resources, provides the backdrop for 
health rituals that are amongst the 
oldest in the world. The abundance of 
Malay, Chinese and Indian practices 
makes this the ideal setting for 
complete rejuvenation. 

The place is extensive in its 
offerings, comprising a number of 
specially built structures designed to 
facilitate a range of treatments from 
China, Japan, India, Thailand, Bali and 
Malaysia. These include eight 


treatment pavilions, a deluxe

I was told to expect miracles to 
happen within the four walls (or 
not quite four walls as the case 
may be, as half the beauty of this 
resort is the openness to the 
elements and nature that 
surrounds), and as a complete spa 
sceptic and someone who finds it 
difficult to unwind, I was surprised 
to leave my treatment a new 
woman - entirely converted. 

Expect something quite different, 
but open your mind to the ideas 
and rituals while bathing in the hot 
baths and you really will feel 
incredible on reflection. 

But what is perhaps the most 
perfect element of this island is the 
option to both relax to your heart’s 
content, or take part in something 
more active and educational. We 
were fortunate to take part in a 
jungle trek, where we could learn 
about the dense forest, estimated to 
be over two million years old. If 
you would rather stay on the cooler 
side, then watersports are available 
or yoga in the open air.

History makers 

As the Girls’Day Schools Trust celebrates 100 years since 
women won the right to vote, their CEO explains how they 
continue to shape leaders for the future

I n 1866 , Millicent Garrett 
Fawcett - soon to be 
honoured with a statue in 
Parliament Square, but then 
just 19 -years-old - was among the 
women who presented the first 
petition to the UK Parliament 
calling for votes for women. 

They didn’t get any further that 
time, but it was the first of over 
16,000 petitions to Parliament for 
women’s suffrage between 1866 
and 1918 . It wasn’t until 1928 , 62 
years after Fawcett started 
campaigning, that her persistence 
paid off and women achieved 
equal voting rights with men. 

Yet this long campaign, and 
many other women’s 
achievements, get short shrift in 
the history syllabus. Traditionally, 
history is the study of great men 
and their deeds. Too often, 
women’s history is a bolt-on. 

Young people would be 
forgiven for thinking that women

were ‘given’ the vote as a thank 
you for their war efforts, rather 
than because they fought for it 
tooth and nail over the course of 
five decades. With this year’s 
100 th anniversary of some women 
in the UK winning the right to 
vote, it’s time to do better. 

One of the reasons I love my 
work with the GDST is because I 
feel I can make a real difference. 
It’s an organisation whose mission 
it is to put girls first, at a time 
when it’s so important to build on 
the advances women are making in 
the world. I always tell my 
daughters they are lucky to have 
been bom in what I call ‘The 
Century for Women’, where they 
have so many more choices than 
ever before, where women are 
making headway like never before. 
We see GDST alumnae like 
Metropolitan Police Commissioner 
Cressida Dick, or Chair of the 


Public Accounts Committee Meg 
Hillier MP, among the women in 
positions of tangible authority. 

While women have made real 
progress over the past 100 years, 
we all know that there is more to 
be done. I believe we are on the 
cusp of changing the course of 
history again, as the evidence for a 
gender-equal world becomes ever 
more compelling and women 
continue to shatter glass ceilings. 

I’m conscious that recent events 
have made women’s more recent 
progress seem fragile - reversible 
even. We have been reminded that 
we cannot take the rights we have 
gained for granted, and that every 
generation must defend and build 
on the progress made by those who 
came before them. B
